The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claims 1 , 7 and 8 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

The document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 

A data structure which defines an electronic document (the net page as defined in 
paragraph 173 has a hierarchical structure), the data structure comprising first and second 
substantially separate portions of data (see paragraph 32, metadata are encoded into the 
interactive form); the first portion of data defining the content of the document and the 
second portion comprising data relating to a pattern of position identification markings ( the 
position marking are defined for example on paragraph 164) such that when the electronic 
document Is printed (paragraph 35)a patter reading device, such as a pen (paragraph 33), 
is able to determine its position relative to the position identification markings (paragraph 
165, see definition of tag map), the data structure comprising a single data file with the first 
and second data portions being embedded within the data file (as already mentioned on 
paragraph 32 the coded data which allows Interaction with the computer are invisible to the 
human eye, they are part of the same file, content and position information are part of the 
same file, see also Figs 1 , 2, 6 and 9). 

The same reasoning applies, mutatis mutandis, to the subject-matter of the corresponding 
independent claims 7 and 8, which therefore are also considered not new.

Dependent claims 2-6, 9-1 4 do not contain any features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in respect of 
novelty or inventive step, see document D2 and the corresponding passages cited in the 
search report. 

As explained in the Abstract in D2 a coding pattern is used to code position information. An 
electronic document (see Fig. 1) is provided with position coding pattern and a pen is used 
to put into relationship such a document and a computer (page 19). 
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
